ATWOOD'S CATALOGUE shows a value for Calif. 450-E or -F of 15¢. Some of 
our non-vecturist neighbors don't seem to understand this, though. Last 
month an item in the Long Beach newspaper reported that the Los Angeles 
Board of Harbor Commissioners were on the verge of selling 152,000 of 
these obsolete Municipal Ferry tokens to a scrap metal dealer for 24¢ 
per pound. The 760 pounds of brass were to have brought in about $180, 
which divides to something like eight tokens for a cent! 


The item further stated that several San Pedro business and civic people 
planned to protest the sale. They felt that it would be far better to 
try selling off the tokens as souvenirs, particularly to former ferry 
passengers, with the proceeds to be used in an effort to restore the 
boat service between San Pedro and Terminal Island. 


Your club president hoped to attend the Harbor Board meeting, to lend 
whatever weight he could to the rescue plan. A previous obligation inter- 
ferred that day, so his son made the round trip instead. He reported that 
the scrap sale was forestalled temporarily, and that the San Pedro folks 
had good hopes for saving the tokens from destruction. As far as we know, 
the final deal has not yet been made. When it is, we hope we can advise 
you it favored the souvenir "good guys" rather than the smelter "bad guys". 


TRANSPORTATION TOKENS were among the first things that many of us started 
to collect. From there we branched into all sorts of different items, as 
trade checks, parking tokens, wooden nickels, and so on. Right on the 
heels on Shell Oil's recent "President Coins" comes now a new twist, the 
Antique Car Coins. The latter are not give-away items, but sell for a 
nice respectable price. Maybe you have seen local ads for the new series. 
John Clymer, our good member in Dallas, reports on them from Texas also. 


The new "coins", slightly larger than a quarter dollar, are to be manufac 
tured by the Franklin Mint, in groups of 25 designs. Each subject will 
portray an antique American classic car, from 1901 thru 1925, with each 
reverse showing the nameplate for that car. In solid bronze, the set will 
be $10, which is 40¢ per coin. If you feel prosperous enough, you can 
get a proof set in sterling silver for $75, or even in solid platinum for 
(hold onto your hat!) five thousand smackers, 


Even the bronze sets will have a limited minting, so order quickly if 
you are interested. Accompanying each collection will be a booklet on 
the antique cars, written for Franklin Mint by Floyd Clymer, the noted 
Los Angeles authority on this subject. John C. writes us that Floyd C. 
is his distant cousin, but we doubt that it will get John or his friends 
any wholesale prices on those platinum sets! 


A FINALE: This is the fifteenth issue of "Token Topics" produced by your 
editor-president, and it will also be the last one. As these lines are 
being written (on December 30th), I am quite ready and anxious to stop 
wearing both official hats, and become just another good CATTC member. 


Incoming president Robert Kubach may choose to continue doing these news 
letters, may find another member to do them, or may use some totally 
different plan.

Among the many things for which hobbyists will remember this year is the growing 
interest in Medal collecting. These days it seems that "everyone 1s doing it"! 
Recent coin publications are loaded with new issues and other write-ups. 


Possibly many local collectors began with the little aluminum pieces, so widely 
distributed in several prize series by Shell Oil. Then came the various 
attractive medals relating to the San Diego Bicentennial, quickly followed by 
further celebrations and medals in San Jose, Monterey and Santa Cruz. 


- Surely the biggest boost came from the astounding achievement of men first set-— 
ting foot upon the Moon, A recent tabulation showed no less than 30 different 
Astronaut designs already offered to collectors, with more certainly on the way. 
Most of these are sold in either silver or bronze, with some also made in gold 
or even platinum. COINage Magazine gave six pages to this single subject last 
month, The Moon medals are not all originating in the U.S.A., by the way, In 
addition to Canadian offerings, mints and manufacturers all over the world are
